fate

The decision on rezoning the 
Shady Hollow Golf Course has been 
thrown to the Romulus City Council. 

The Romulus City Planning 
Commission approved a resolution 
Thursday night recommending the 
rezoning of 51.27 acres of the 106- 
acre golf course at Wayne and Wick 
roads providing the developers, 
Wick-way Inc., show commitments 
for leases from a department store 
and supermarket of “state-wide 
reputation.” 

The commission voted 5-1 to 
recommend the action on a motion 
from Hulen Yates with a support 
from Duke Zavitz. 

Former Romulus Building 
Department director and com- 
mission member Clayton Meldrum 
voted against the rezoning. 
Meldrum offered no reason for his 
“no” vote. 

Commission members Donald 
Treder, outspoken opponent of the 
rezoning, and Ronald Makino, the 


man who brought the development 
firm to Romulus, were absent from 
the meeting. . 

Both were marked “excused” at 
the direction of commission 
chairman Richard Butz. 

Voting in the affirmative were 
Butz, Zavitz, Yates, Jack Trumble 
and Robert Plank. 

Plank, along with Zavitz, are new 
members of the commission ap- 
pointed by the Romulus City 
Council only two days prior to the 
meeting to fill vacancies created 
when a council-approved ordinance 
removed Mayor Terry L. Troutt and 
Building Department Director 
Howard Lethemann from the 
commission. Troutt recommended 
the Plank and Zavity appointments. 

The resolution approved by the 
commission calls for a recom- 
mendation of rezoning pending the 
filing of letters showing com- 
mitments- from a quality depart- 
ment store and supermarket. 

Wick-way Inc. is a wedding of the 
Markward* Karafilis construction 


firm and the Marwood senior citizen 
housing construction firm. Richard 
Samuels, vice president of Mark- 
ward Karafilis, and Marcus 
Woodson president of Marwood, are 
president and vice-president, 
respectively of Wick -way. 

Plans call for developing 15 acres 
of the land with a shopping center, 10 
acres of the land with a senior 
citizen housing complex and leaving 
the remaining 26 acres undeveloped. 

Richard Samuels, one of the 
developers, said the plans call for 
“phased development” with the 
remaining 26 acres of the requested 
rezoning left open for future 
developments. 

The commission’s decision merely 
is a recommendation of action to the 
Romulus City Council. 

The council must vote to approve 
the rezoning as an amendment to the 
city’s zoning ordinance. 

A meeting will be held with the 
developer and the council when all 
the items in the recommendation 
are fulfilled. The Planning Com- 


mission will be in attendance to 
receive assurances that all con- 
ditions are met before the council 
takes action 

The rezoning decision apparantly 
has split the city government in 
Romulus with Councilman James 
Stewart leading a contingent of 
citizens in opposition to the rezoning, 
and Mayor Terry L. Troutt vowing 
to back the proposal providing the 
developer fulfills promises of 
bringing “substantial businesses” to 
the community. 

The development firm will have 
six months to begin construction on 
the shopping center if the City 
Council grants approval. 

Despite the furor over the 
rezoning of the golf course, owner 
Alexander Dul has informed the city 
in writing that he intends to sell the 
course to a private developer. 

A developer could use the full 106- 
acre parcel for single family homes 
without requesting a rezoning under 
the present city zoning ordinance. 


incumbent loses seat 


A life long Romulus residents who 
had made a career of voluntary 
public service in the coiqmunity has 
taken a seat on the Romulus 
Education from a 4-vear incumbent. 

Gordon Silvery, 39, of 36831 Porter 
St., outpolled incumbent Board 
Secretary Diane Boger by more than 
130 votes Monday to win a 4-year 
term on the Board of Education. 

He has been active in the Jaycee 
movement, the Rotary movement 
and his church. 


Romulus residents will be asked to 
pay for improved services in a 
special Aug. 12 election.

Mishap changes life

An accident w'hich would cramp 
the ambitions of most youths may 
have made the difference in Sheldon 
Samuels’ short life. 

The day Sheldon a 16-year-old 
Romulus High School junior, was 
struck by a car as he crossed Inkster 
Road near Ecorse Road in Romulus, 
he was trying to get back into school 
after being suspended for the first 
semester of this school year for 
having verbal bouts with both a 
teacher and an assistant principal at 
the school 

“I didn’t care much about studies 
then,” he said “But I guess you 
could say the accident worked to my 
benefit, in a funny sort of way.” 

Sheldon had just found out he 
could return to school the next day 
when he w ? as hit by a car Jan 27 as 
he was crossing a street to meet two 
sisters who w f ere waiting in a 
restaurant 

The youth suffered a broken 
femur t thigh > on his left leg and a 
compound fracture of the femur on 
his right leg. 

He was rushed to Wayne County 
General Hospital for treatment 

At the hospital following the ac- 
cident. Sheldon had plenty of time to 
mull his D-minus grade average 
before Gail Garnetti, the Romulus 
School District’s homebound 
teacher met with him 


“At the time I w'as thinking of 
nothing but goofing off.” Sheldon 
said “But the teacher offered to 
help me with some courses, and I 
took them. 

“I can’t say I was too enthused, 
but you have to go to school.” 

Sheldon embarked on half the 
normal grade load of a history 
course, a science course and an 
English course in the hospital and 
then at home. 

As he puts it: 1 had nothing else to 
do, so I studied a bit and worked with 
the teacher ” 

Today his grade average is at a B 
f level, and may be rising 

“I was fortunate in a funny way 
for the accident.” Sheldon said “It 


turned out a lot better for me. 
because before I’d hang around with 
my friends in the school and would 
think of nothing but goofing around 
with them. 

“Now I’m interested in getting my 
grades up and I’m thinking seriously 
of college ” 

Sheldon said that during his long 
confinement at the home of his aunt 
and uncle, Ruth and Kenneth 
Samuels of Romulus, he discussed 
his future with his aunt 

Miss Garnetti, who has been with 
the district for the past two years 
said Sheldon’s attitude that he can 
do it is welcomed by teachers and 
administrators at the school

Hart's decision may start 'musical chairs'

The decision of Philip A. 
Hart to step down from his 
seat in the U.S. Senate at 
the end of his term in 1976 
could start a giant 
“musical chairs” game 
involving virtually every 
local political office in the 
15th Congressional 
District. 

Though he has indicated 
he will “urge” Hart to seek 
another term because the 
Michigan senator will have 
enough seniority “to get 
things done for his state” 


Congressman William D. 
Ford (D-15 District) is one 
mentioned as a successor 
to Hart. 

At his recent 
Congressman William D. 
Ford Press Appreciation 
Dinner in Taylor Ford 
declined comment on 
whether he would seek 
Hart’s seat if the senator 
stepped down. However 
insiders in the political 
field have indicated that 
Ford is more than willing 
to tackle the job. 
job. 


If Ford runs, he will have 
to leave the lbtn District 
post he has held since 
1964 — and that vacancy will 
create a scramble for 
position in state and local 
offices throughout the 
area. 

One of the prime con- 
tenders for the 
congressional post would 
be State Sen William 
Faust ( D-13th District) 
who rebounded from a 
narrow defeat for the post 
in 1964 at the hands of Ford 
to assume a major role in 
the Michigan State Senate. 


Faust is said to be 
preparing for a campaign 
for Ford’s seat, and at this 
time some prime op- 
position may come from 
Taylor Mayor S. Richard 
Marshall— the brother of 
William C. Marshall, 
president of the Michigan 
AFL-CIO 

Talk also is starting on 
boosting Romulus Mayor 
Terry L. Troutt for the 
congressional post. 

If Faust decides to run, 
the state legislative plum 
of a State Senate seat 


would open up to such 
contenders as Thomas H 
Brown 4-year veteran of 
the 37th District State 
House seat Westland 
Mayor Eugene McKinney 
and Wayne Mayor Patrick 
Norton. 

Both McKinney and 
Norton have indicated a 
willingness to step down 
from their local posts to 
make a run for the Senate 
and Brown has become 
more visible in his 
governmental affairs since 
he has gained seniority in 
the State House and the 


talk of Hart’s possible 
resignation started more 
than two years ago 

If Troutt does not run for 
Congress there also is a 
possibility he would con- 
sider running for the state 
post he lost to Faust in 1966. 

It also is possible that the 
area will see the first 
serious attempt by a 
woman to seek a state 
political post since a 
Westland Councilwoman 
opposed Brown in the 
Democratic primary for 
the 37th District State 


House post in 1972 

Patricia Cullin the 
Republican clerk in Van 
Buren Township has been 
building up allegiances 
throughout the area which 
she possible could use to 
make a run for the State 
Senate seat now belonging 
to Faust. 

If towmship officials 
believe they have the 
power to take the State 
Senate seat, it also is 
possible that Canton 
Township Supervisor 
Robert Greenstein would 


consider moving out of the 
local post 

Depending on Brown’s 
plans. Greenstein could 
have his choice of running 
for either the Senate or 
House at the state level 

But the whole game 
depends on Hart and Ford 
And despite his an- 
nouncement two weeks ago 
that he will not seek office 
again many prominent 
Michigan political officials 
sincluding Ford, are urging 
the senator to reconsider 
his position and stay on for 
another 6-year term.

If there s such a thing as 
a “good place” to get hurt 
or sick, that place may be 
at ih pi Romulus City Hall. 

Some 20 city employees 
successfully have com- 
pleted an 18-hour course in 
first aid conducted by Phil 
Neal, 32, u 3-year veteran 
of the Romulus Firie 
Department. 

“They learned some 
basic first aid techniques 
required of city employees 
by federal law,” said Neal, 
a certified first aid in- 
structor. “It means they’ll 
be able to handle many 
emergencies.” 

The 20 employees. 


secretaries and workers in 
the city, took the course in 
nine 2-hour per week 
sessions in the Romulus 
City Hall Community 
Room 

Among the techniques 
they learned were closed 
chest heart massage and 
mouth to mouth 
resuscitation. 

“It’s a chance not only 
for these employees to be 
prepared for any 
emergency which may 
occur in the City Hall, but 
also a chance for them to 
brush up on their personal 
safety and safety for their 
family,” Neal said.

Arrangements have been 
made among city officials, 
property owners and police 
agencies in Romulus to 
clear up a chronic summer 
nuisance in the com- 
munity. 

The owners of two gravel 
pits in the city have agreed 
to make Romulus Public 
Safety Director Jerry 
Kubiak their agent in 
residence to sign com- 
plaints against trespassers 
at either the Moore 
Brothers Gravel Pit and 
the Hayes Sand Removal 
Co. on Smith Road. 

Located behind the shady 
Hollow Golf Course, the 
pits have been a danger to 
those who trespass into 
them, and neighbors living 
by them for many years, 
according to Mayor Terry 
L. Troutt. 

“As you know there was 
a drowning there last year, 
and the sheriffs had to haul 
a stolen truck out of there 
during the winter,” the 
mayor said. “In addition, 
there have been many loud 
parties late intothe night at 
the pits over the years. 

“It’s something the city 
has to take care of for the 
residents.” 

Making Kubiak the agent 
at the gravel removal 
operations ended a 
problem which cropped up 
last year after city officials 
received permission from 
the pit operators to have 
the sheriff patrol the land 
and enforce trespassing 
laws. 

Although several in- 
dividuals were arrested 
there could be no 
prosecution of them since 
the pit operators were not 
in the area to sign com- 
plaints against them. 

Under the new agem 
residence agreement, 
Kubiak can sign com- 
plaints, allowing for 
prosecutions of trespassers 
and other wrong-doers. 
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Only the Hayes operation 
is in business at this time 
with a small crew 
removing what is left of 
valuable sand. 

The Moore Brothers 
operation has been shut 
down and fenced in for 
several years, however 
trespassers have cut their 


way through guarding 
walls to use the pits for 
swimming holes. 

The use of the facility as 
a recreation area is 
dangerous, according to 
the Sheriffs Department 
water patrol. 

When the air tem- 
peratures are in the 70s and 


80s in Romulus, the water 
temperature in the spring- 
fed pits still hovers around 
the 49 degree mark, ac- 
cording to the sheriff’s 
patrol spokesman. v 
“People naturally want 
to get out of the hot air, and 
they dive into that inviting 
water,” he said “But when 


a swimmer hits it, he’s 
almost paralyzed unless 
he’s used to it 
•it was in July last year 
when the thing happened 
last,” he said “A kid hit 
the water and began 
swimming when he just 
sank from the shock.

Decision favors four workers 


Workers involved in a mass firing 
in March for “negligence” in losing 
a $1,200 water tapping machine 
assigned to their truck have been 
reinstated officially by an arbitrator 
from the Michigan Employment 
Relations Commission. 

Four workers were ordered 
rehired following an arbitrator’s 
decision last week that their firings 
for the loss of the $1,200 water 
tapping machine was too harsh a 
penalty. 

One of the four was given a 1-day 
cut in pay and another was given a 5- 


day cut in pay in the incident by the 
arbitrator. 

Mayor Terry L. Troutt said: “I’m 
disappointed but feel that justice 
was served. 

“The arbitrator may have said our 
action was too harsh in firing the 
crew, but he left open further 
disciplinary action by the city if new r 
evidence is turned up in the case of 
the missing equipment.” 

The firing of the four workers 
following the failure by three of 
them to pass a voluntary lie detector 
test administered by the Wayne 


The employees protested the 
firings on the belief that their fellow 
employees were accused of stealing 
the equipment and were not given 
the full grievence hearing rights 
before their dismissal. 

All the workers involved in the 
incident will receive back pay for 
the time they were illegally 
dismissed from their jobs. 

The workers have been on the 
city’s payroll since the end of the 
March wildcat walk-out. 


any unwitting swimmer 
who would use the place in 
the future.”

American dream 


For two centuries citizens 


of the United States have 
worked to make the 
American dream, a reality, 
without really being able to 
define it. 

As we look back at the 
origin of the dream — the 
American Revolution — the 
concept seemed to be sim- 
pler. The goal of those 
American citizens was 
simply life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. 

To the staunch Americans 
who were willing to die for 
that goal, the dream meant 
freedom from want, from 
fear and from oppression by 
King George and the British 
Parliament. 

As the years passed the 
dream became more com- 
plex. To its original basic 
qualities some Americans 
now see the dream as in- 
cluding childhood, good 
family, a decent home, the 
ability to send children to 
college and, finally/enough 
financial resources to spend 
twilight years in secure 


comfort and dignity. 

Others believe that the 
American dream is 
represented primarily by the 
right to speak and worship 
freely, to come and go as 
they please and to enjoy due 
process of law. 

Whatever it means to in- 
dividual citizens, it is 
significant to note that a 
recent opinion poll disclosed 
that most Americans believe 
that the American dream is 
within our reach. 

This sense of basic con- 


fidence, which overrides the 
cynicism in the air, causes us 
to realize that the American 
dream actually has been 
constant since the 
Revolution, making 
allowances for a changing 
technology and a growing 
nation. 

The Americans • who 
declared that the United 
States was independent of 
the British shackles, for 
example, were not 
revolutionaries in the sense 
that we use the word today, 


but steadfast, sober and 
respectable figures who 
wanted majority rule and 
equality of opportunity. 

Their aspirations were not 
different from our own, in 
any respect. 

Whatever his material or 
philosophical aspirations if a 
person cannot achieve them 
in the United States, he 
cannot achieve them 
anywhere in the world, and 
he never will. 

There is a footnote to this 
thought. While Americans 
have an unparalleled op- 
portunity, their goal cannot 
be reached without an effort. 

Whether the year is 1776, or 
whether it is 1975, and 
whether the goal is freedom 
of person or a car, a home 
and an education, it is sweat, 
elbow grease and deter- 
mination that are the 
ingredients of success. 

In short, the American 
dream is not a dream at all. 
It is a reality if only we have 
the courage to make It one.

Ferency blasts political reform bill

Not everyone is enamored of the 
political reform bill now being 
thrashed out in the Legislature after 
being drawn up by the leadership 
and members of Common Cause 
The bill generally has received 
praise and even those who don t like 
it have been afraid to say too much. 
After all, who wants to sound like 
they’re in favor of crooked politics? 

But there is one vociferous man in 
Lansing who has taken on sacred 
cows before and who is charging into 
the fray against this bill full steam. 
He is Zolton Ferency and he says the 
71-page bill is the equivalent of 
“burning down the church to get at a 
few mice." 

The bill is designed to make sure 
third parties are frozen out of the 
action altogether and to weaken the 
structure of the two major parties by 
encouraging the politics of per- 
sonality, he said. It will discourage 
competent people from running for 
office by requiring them to disclose 
all their personal financial status 
and will discourage people from 
contributing by requiring the name 
of every contributor of more than 
$15 

What’s more, it ignores the real 
villian in modern day politics— the 
massive spending required by the 
mass media that in turn requires 
massive fund raising. 

And Common Cause is “a bunch of 


political amateurs who don’t know 
anything about politics or fund 
raising who have left their parlors to 
tinker in politics,” Ferency added. 
“They think politics is a spectator 
sport.” 

Ferency, the 1-time Democratic 
state chairman, 1-time Democratic 


gubernatorial nominee, now active 
in the Human Rights Party having 
run for governor on its ticket last 
year, said Michigan’s situation 
doesn’t cry for massive reform in 
the first place. 

“1 don’t think it’s all that serious a 
situation in Michigan,” he added. 


“We don’t have any people in 
Michigan that are going to jail. Why 
we need a 71-page bill to correct a 
few errors in current legislation is 
beyond me." 

He said he has found “at least 50 
specific things” wrong with the bill 
and starts his objections with the 
first line of the bill which reads: “A 
bill to regulate political activity.” 

“If that had been written by Adolf 
Hitler. Heinrich Himmler or Joseph 
Stalin we d have been outraged,” 
Ferency said. “Think of that— a bill 
to regulate political activity. But it 
was written by Common Cause so 
we’re supposed to bow down and kiss 
it.” 

Ferency added that the way to 
correct abuses is to require free 
access to television for candidates 
and free mailing privileges to 
candidates. 

“I don’t see anything wrong with a 
franking privilege,” he said. “The 
incumbents already have it. If you 
reduce the cost of campaigning, you 
reduce the need for money.” 

He strongly objects to the sections 
i providing public money to the two 
major parties, but not to minor 
parties, and to the section which 
would give money directly to 
gubernatorial primary candidates. 

“That further weakens the 
political parties and eats right at 
the loundation of the political 
process,” he said 
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To the editor : We would like to state that the Romulus Jaycees are against 
the rezoning of the Shady Hollow Golf Course for the purposes of building a 
shopping plaza and a senior citizens housing complex.

Okay, quickly name two members 
of your local school board, tell what 
their job is and how well they do it! 

Can’t do it, you say. Well, don’t 
feel alone because most people are 
not familiar with this particular unit 
of government. To most people, the 
local school board is just another 
mysterious governmental body that 
you hear about when they want more 
money from property owners 
The average person knows that 
the school board— also known as the 
Board of Education— is there and 
that it is involved with public 
education, but it knows little more 
about this most basic of govern- 
mental institutions 
The depth of- the public’s 
ignorance about local school boards 
was found to be shockingly deep by 
the National School Boards 
Association which hired George 
Gallup s pollsters to survey the 


publics knowledge and attitudes on 
the subject. 

Just a few brief statistics: In this 
country, there are 96,000 elected and 
appointed school board members 
who direct the nations second 
largest enterprise after defense 

Here are some of the things which 
the Gallup interviewers found: 

# When asked to name 
something which their local school 
board had done in the past year. 63 
percent of the 1,500 people in- 
terviewed said they couldn’t answer 


They couldn’t name the one thing 

# When asked how many 
members their local school boards 
have, more than half— 53 percent- 
said they didn’t know 

• When asked about the 
responsibilities of the school board, 
63 percent didn’t know that school 
boards actually establish over all 
school policies and don’t run the 
schools on a day-to-day basis 

• When asked to explain the 
difference between the school board 


and the school administration, only 
half of the public could do it. 

What the 40 pages of statistics 
show is that very few people are 
familiar with local boards of 
education, that very few realize or 
care that this is a vitally important 
public body which has a direct effect 
on their daily lives. 

This group of people, mo6t of 
whom are elected, are neighbors, 
who spend hours and hours of their 
spare time and witnout pay, making 
the policy for your school district 
Just what does the word policy 


encompass, somebody asks 

Answer: It means that this group 
of people— they vary in number 
from board to board-decide what 
the local children are going to learn, 
how they are going to learn it, and 
from whom they are going to learn 
it. 

They decide what type of buildings 
school children are to be housed in, 
whether the classrooms have 
windows, whether they are fancy or 
spartan and how many students go 
in each room. 

In other words, they make the 


decisions which affect how' much a 
child is going to learn and how well 
he’s going to learn it. 

These decisions will affect that 
student you were thinking about 
hiring as a clerk, but who you found 
barely can read or write, or maybe 
one of your children who has his 
heart set on becoming a doctor, but 
never will be able to because the 
school district doesn’t offer the right 
science courses 

And, for those concerned about the 
size of their property tax bills, the 
local school boards have a drastic 
effect on those 

In periodic elections, the Board of 
Education asks for varying amounts 
of money from local property 
owners. It can be a small amount, 
but more often than not, it is a 
sizeable chunk of money which 
makes you a major investor in the 
school system.

A committee of the 
Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has 


demanded additional 
supporting data before it 
will consider proposed 


increases in wholesale 
sewage treatment rates 
charged to 13 communities, 


including Huron Township. 

The 7-member Public 
Works Committee called 


for more information when 
the proposed rate increases 
were presented at a recent 
committee meeting. 

The rate hikes were 
recommended by the 
Wayne County Road 
Commission (WCRC), 
which operates the county 
sewage treatment system. 
Approval of the committee, 
which serves as a board of 
review, is required. 

Compilation of the 
requested information is 
expected to take up to three 
weeks, said Commissioner 
John Lesinski, the panel 
chairman. A meeting to 
consider the data will be 
scheduled after the in- 
formation is received. 

Thirteen suburbs in 
Wayne and Macomb 
counties are served by the 
county sewage disposal 
system. They are charged 
by the county and in turn 
include a charge for the 
service in local water bills. 

George R. Bingham, 
County Sanitary Engineer, 
said rate boosts are 
necessary to offset in- 
creased costs. 

In the northeast area, the 
increased costs include a 50 
percent sewage treatment 
rate hike imposed by the

Every profession has its 
tricks of the trade, and 
interior designing is no 
exception.

Safety check necessary 


Fresh water lakes are a 
big attraction to 
Michigan’s 533,977 
motorboat owners, but 
before they take to the 
water in search of ad- 
venture and relaxation, 3 
thorough safety check-out 
is in order. 

Just getting the boat to 
the water involves risk, so 
first make sure the trailer 
brake lights are in working 
order, even if it’s only "a 
short trip.” It’s not worth 
ruining the boating season 
with a rear-end collision 
before it gets underway. 

Coast Guard boating 
accident statistics provide 
an unfortunate reminder of 
what can go wrong once 
you’re out on the wate^: 
fires, explosions and 
collisions can cause cap- 
sizings and drownings. 
Lives and property are lost 
and summers are ruined. 

In 1974, Coast Guard 
statistics show, there were 
5,104 boating accidents 
involving 1,446 lives lost, 
993 injuries and property' 
damage of more than $9 
million in the U S. 

Michigan, with 7.8 
percent of all U.S. 
registered boats, reported 
320 accients, 69 deaths and 
62 injuries, plus property 
damage of $348,700. 

Three critical systems— 
fuel, electrical and 
steering— should be 
checked and maintained in 
better than working order. 
The boater should: 

—Check exhaust and 
intake pipes for blockages 
and clean them thoroughly. 

—Examine all fuel and 
electrical connections to 
see that they’re tight 

—Check lines and 
steering cables for wear 
and fraying.

Michigan: Shorelines beckon 


Lighthouses, museums, 
islands, scenic marvels, 
prehistoric paintings and 
modem sources of energy 
all beckon Michigan’s 
Great Lakes shoreline 
travelers to tarry. 

The state s shoreline 
attractions are unique and 
more varied than those 
offered by any other state 
or Canadian province 
bordering the Great Lakes. 

Great Lakes commerce 
is highlighted at Muskegon. 
That city became Lake 
Michigan’s largest port 
with completion of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway, and 
many foreign ships now 
end trips there. 
Muskegon’s Seaway 
Festival is set this year for 
June 27 to July 6. 

Ludington, a popular 
resort center, has its share 
of glory as Lake 
Michigan’s busiest ferry 
port. Three auto-passenger 
ferries make two round- 
trips daily starting in late 
May to Milwaukee and 
Manitowoc, Wis. 

Electricity is another 
Lake Michigan industrial 
notable. Five miles below 
South Haven is a Con- 
sumers nuclear power 
plant. The Palisades plant 
suspended public visits, but 
it can be viewed from the 
outside while exploring the 
lakeshore near South 
Haven. 

For a free lakeshore 


souvenir, go north tor 
Petoskey stones, a 
longtime favorite of 
rockhounds. They are 
abundant along the beach 
near Petoskey and are 
Michigan's official stone. 

If marine museums have 
appeal, tourists will find 
they abound along the 
Great Lakes. 

Douglas’ boast is a 
floating marine museum, 
the S.S. Keewatin, which 
once carried passengers on 
Georgian Bay and Lake 
Superior cruises. The 
ship’s former splendor has 
been restored and visitors 
may tour the onetime lakes 
queen now berthed on Lake 
Michigan. 

The Motor City’s 
museum overlooks the 
Detroit River from Belle 
Isle, and the Dossin Great 
Lakes Museum’s pride is 
the restored ornate salon of 
the City of Detroit III, once 
the most lavish Great 
Lakes passenger vessel. 

The Museum of the Great 
Lakes at Bay City, 1700 
Center Avenue, specializes 
in Saginaw Bay and 
shipyard history. 

Across the state, the Old 
Waterworks building in 
Manistee now houses 
marine and lumbering 
exhibits of the Manistee 
County Historical Society. 
The 1881 building itself is 
historic.

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State's eastern tip: 
Tour full of contrast 


The eastern tip of the 
Upper Peninsula offers a 
variety of travel at- 
tractions ranging from the 
Soo Locks, America’s 
mightiest mile, to tree 
covered, lonely islands. 

And this tour is for those 
who like contrast. The 
locks are an engineering 
marvel, while islands along 
the route offer peace and 
quiet and are popular with 
hunters and fishermen. 

The 115-mile circular trip 
includes the historic cities 


of Sault Ste. Marie and St 
Ignace plus Sugar, 
Neebish, Drummond and 
the Les Cheneaux islands. 

Sault Ste. Marie, home of 
the St. Marys Falls Canal 
— better known as the Soo 
Locks — is Michigan’s 
oldest city and the third 
oldest in the United States. 
The Sault celebrated its 
tricentennial seven years 
ago. 

“The four American 
locks, which carry more 


water traffic than any 
other canal in the world, 
are the city's big at- 
traction," said Joseph 
Ratke, Automobile Club of 
Michigan touring 
manager. “Operated by 
the U.S. Corps of 
Engineers, they have been 
modernized several times 
since they first were built 
in 1855.” 

Three viewing stands 
next to the MacArthur 
Lock, closest to the 
mainland, enable visitors 


Muzzle loaders gain 
own hunting season 


Hunters who use muzzle- 
loading rifles and shotguns 
can look forward to their 
first special season in 
Michigan late next fall. 

The Legislature has 
reached final agreement on 
a bill sponsored by State 
Rep. Edward E. Mahalak 
(D-Romulus) setting up the 
special season for Dec. 1 to 
Dec. 20, following the 
regular firearms deer 
season. 

Mahalak said he has 
received assurances that 
the governor will sign the 
bill. 

Specifically, the 
Legislation provides for a 
season on male deer for 
muzzle-loading rifles and 
shotguns firing balls of .44 
caliber or larger, propelled 
by black powder. 

The bill, as introduced, 
would have restricted the 
muzzle-loader season to the 


Lower Peninsula because 
of possible Upper Penin- 
sula local objections and 
the fact that the earlier 
winter in the Upper 
Peninsula limits deer 
movement and makes 
them easier marks. 
However, the Senate 
amended the bill to include 
designated areas of the 
Upper Peninsula. 

“This new special season 
will be good news for the 
growing numbers of 
Michigan hunters who 
enjoy the challenge of 
muzzle-loading weapons, 
or who like to identify with 
the heritage of early 
hunting in America,” 
Mahalak said. 

“They now are required 
to hunt deer during the 
regular season, competing 
with other hunters with 
more accurate and rapid 


firing modem arms,” he 
added. “Hunting with a 
muzzle-loader is a different 
type of sport than con- 
ventional hunting. It has 
been my contention for a 
number of years that it 
deserves a special season.” 

Persons who do not have 
an overall Michigan 
sportsman’s license will 
have to buy a special 
license for the muzzle- 
loader season, with part of 
the fee being used to im- 
prove deer habitat. 

Because of the rising 
popularity of the sport, 
several other states have 
special hunting seasons for 
old-fashioned firearms. 
There currently are be- 
tween 3,000 and 6,000 
hunters who might take 
advantage of the special 
muzzle-loader season in 
Michigan. 


t Parks to crack down 

/ 

on acoholic beverages 


Western Wayne County 
residents who might be 
considering a day of ”a loaf 
of bread and jug of wine” in 
the park may find the state 
isn’t conducive to such 
endeavors. 

The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
is reminding campers that 
alcoholic beverages are 
being prohibited 
throughout several state 
parks and portions of a 
number of others. 

The alcohol ban is an 
attempt to make the parks 
quieter for campers by 
cutting down on rowdyism 
and disturbances. 

Permanent bans are in 
effect at the Brighton 
Recreation Area in 
Livingston County; Dodge 


No. 4 State Park in Oakland 
County, the entire park; 
Grand Haven State Park in 
Ottawa County, day-use 
area; Hoffmaster State 
Park in Ottawa and 
Muskegon counties, the 
•entire park; Holland State 
Park in Ottawa County, the 
entire park; Silver Lake in 
Oceana County, the dune 
buggy and lighthouse 
areas; and Warren Dunes 
State Park in Berrien 
County, the entire park 
except campground. 

A similar prohibition is in 
effect until Labor Day at 
Island Lake Recreation 
Area in Livingston County, 
the Island Lake day-use 
area; Pinckney Recreation 
Area in Livingston and 
Washtenaw counties, 


Silver Lake and Halfmoon 
Lake day-use areas; and 
Silver Lake State Park in 
Oceana County, Silver 
Lake Campground. 

No alcohol is permitted 
until June 23 at the 
Rochester - Utica 
Recreation Area of 
Macomb County, the entire 
area. 

The ban will remain in 
effect until Sunday at 
Ludington State Park in 
Mason County, the entire 
park, and at South Higgins 
Lake State Park in 
Roscommon County, the 
picnic beach area. 

Areas which have an 
alcohol ban in effect will be 
posted to notify campers 
and other park users of the 
restriction. 


CUFA: Organization 
to turn to for needy 


Poor families or people 
in need of assistance have a 
place to turn to, Com- 
munities United For Action 
(CUFA), a non-profit 
organization which serves 
seven communities in 
Wayne County, including

their problems, CUFA 
maintains Neighborhood 
Service centers to provide

For many years Western 
Wayne County young men 
were required to register 
for the draft within a few 
days of their 18th birth 
date 

The registration 
procedures, however, were 
changed on April 1, 1975, 
and since that date no one 
can be registered during 
the remainder of the year 
— 1975 Although public 
announcements were made 
about this change in April, 


Selective Service offices 
still are getting calls from 
18 year olds asking if they 
still have to register 

Instead of registering 
within a few days of their 
18th birth date it is 
planned that they will 
register during a single 
annual registration period 
of a few days in early 1976 

Any such new 
registration procedure 
would be announced by a 


Presidontal proclamation 
at that time A nationwide 
campaign would then be 
launched simultaneously to 
give information of the 
dates of the annual 
registration and the places 
where the young men 
would go to register 
Men. therefore, should 
not attempt to register with 
the draft until next year 
when the new registration 
procedures are placed into 
effect. 


practically to touch the 
huge freighters being lifted 
between Lake Superior and 
Huron. 

Another attraction, just 
four blocks away, is the 
Ste. Marie Towers and 
Shrine. The Shrine, a 21- 
story, 3-columned ob- 
servation tower-carillon, is 
a memorial to the men who 
explored and settled the 
Great Lakes, particularly 
Fr. Jacques Marquette. 

Another attraction, also 
nearby, is the S.S. Valley 
Camp, a retired Great 
Lakes ore freighter which 
has been turned into a 
marine museum. 

For those who want to 
park and tour, the Soo 
trackless train covers a 14- 
mile route, part of it in 
Canada. 

The ferry to Sugar Island 
is on the southern outskirts 
of Sault Ste. Marie. The 
island is closer to the 
mainland than any 
similarly developed resort 
island in the state. 

Fish in Sugar Island 
waters include walleyes, 
bass, perch, pike and 
bullheads There are a few 
moose, deer in abundance, 
black bear, coyote, fox and 
wolves and such smaller 
animals as beaver, mink, 
procupine, raccoon and 
squirrel. 

The island is criss- 
crossed by primary and 
local roads, including a 
dozen hard-surface ar- 
teries. 

While the island has its 
band of devotees who go 
there summer after 
summer, first-time 
vacationers should have 
little trouble finding cot- 
tage or resort ac- 
commodations to their 
liking. 

Just south of Neebish 
Island, also reached by 
ferry. Although settled 
since 1887, the island never 
has had more than a few 
hundred permanent 
residents. Several roads 
cross the island, one 
leading to a small set- 
tlement, Neebish, in the 
southeastern part. 

Drummond Island, a 
mile across DeTour 
Passage at the eastern tip 
of the Upper Peninsula, 
also is reached by ferry. 
Drummond holds the 
distinction of being the last 
British outpost in the 
United States. 

The island, 26 miles long 
and 13 miles wide at its 
extremes, contains 136 
square miles, of which 
nearly three-fourths are 
state-owned. Although a 
rocky wilderness, modern 
conveniences are abun- 
dant. 

For many years, 
Drummond has been 
considered one of the 
state’s better deer hunting 
areas. Black bear also are 
hunted The fishing for 
warm-water species 
probably is as good as 
anywhere in the state. 

Driving west of M-134 
after returning from 
Drummond, the travel can 
head south at either 
Cedarville or Hessel, both 
small villages. At the 
shoreline, stretching into 
Lake Huron as far as the 
eye can see are a chain of 
35 islands 

These are Les Cheneaux 
Islands, one of the state’s 
best vacation areas for 
those who like lo fish and 
enjoy water sports and 
boating in safe, protected 
waters The area has 
numerous cabin-cottage 
type* accommodations. 

While the visitor can 
drive through part of the 
islands, a boat is needed to 
sre their primitive beauty 
and all l\pt^ are lor rent 
The islands in the group 
extend from east to west 
about 12 miles and range in 
M/r I rom 4 acres to less 
than an acre 
St Ignace is I lx* last stop 
on the tout Fr Marquette 
lounded a mission here in 
1671 

Visitors should be sure to 
see the Old Mission Church 
in Marquette Park The 
135-year old church now is 
a museum On one side is 
the grave of Fr Marquette, 
on the other is the im- 
pressive Fr Marquette 
Memorial 

This year, St Ignace 
celebrates its “Black Gown 
Tree” pageant Aug 29-31 
The pageant re-enacts Fr 
Marquette’s arrival by 
canoe at St. Ignace and his 
reception by the Indians.
